in iavor ot these groat measares. Both 
of the members who represent the city 
in the Legislative Council bavo repeat- 
edly asserted on the fl'Jor of tho House 
that Yicloria was 0|>posed toC'onfedera- 
tioD. 1'bey have got, thitir answer. Tlie 
senior member has perBistently cUimod 
that bis constituents weire opposed to 
Besponaiblo Government. Ho has his 
answer, and he would do well to lay u 
to heart. The Governor cannot dis- 
regard the verdict of tho meeting. Dr 
Helmtkeii advised him that the people 
did not desire JReeponslble' Govern- 
ment; but tho meeting ot his own con* 
stituents on Monday night proves most 
unmistakably that they had been mis.. 
. represented. Dr Cnrrall advised the 
Governor that the people did not du- 
siro BesponMblo Governniont; but we 
bavo good reason to know that a meet- 
ing in Cariboo would pronounce no less 
diHliDOil; against that advice. . Xn truth, 
it 'is nndiniable that throughout the 
entire colony Confi'dcratiou has been 
desired; and Confedoruiion Ims been 
uniformly under.'^lood to imply Jicfpoii- 
siblo Goveiument, The Govurncr 
would du well to how to public opiuiorj 
—10 rsmenibor the repeated warnings 
given by the advocates of Responsible 
Government in tho Legislative Council. 
There would appear to be but too mucli 
rouHonfor apprehending that Confoder- 
mioii ui'.iicconipanii'd by Hoi-lionsblo 
Government would not bo ucecpiablo to 
tho people of British Columbia. And 
why bhould His E.KCellenoy seek to wiil;- 
hold pidmcal ti^^htH to which tbo people 
are so justly entKl(;d 1 Why should ho 
invite defeat by an vi, yielding adherence 
to a decision whicij had itn origin 
in roisadvice ? Upoi. tbo Governor 
now rests tho responsibJity of making 
or marring the great work o\ Coufedera.. 
tion. Although the confiderK,o of iho 
people has been someivhat filiaUt-i |iy the 
evil counsel which ho has tuke, 
it ig rot destroyed; and if bo vj||^ 
by a timely coireciion of this crro-^ 
and by a noleoiion of a Deputation to 
Oiiavra possessing the confidencs of the 
people upon those groat issno-!, — Con- 
federation and JRc8pouHil)lo Government 

all will vol bo well. 'T^in colony was 

never in a temper more fiivorablo to 
ConfederatioH ; but the Governor must 
nov7 Beo that it is ia no temper to be 
cheated out of that wbioh baa ever 
been regarded as one ot the chiefoat ad> 
tautages of Oonfedpration, viz, HospouM 
Bible Government. In tho nmno of all 
tho red-tape and olTioial-lucquoi' in tlio 
world wny should not the people of 
liiitisli Columbia bavo the power to 
manugo their own lo:al affairs under 
Confederation? We have ropomodly 
asserted that they ardently desire it, and 
the asberiion baa leceived ftddmonal 
proof. Wo have caid that tho desire of 
Oankda ifl.tbat wo Bhould be placed oa 



a political equality with the people^ of 
the other l^ror'\f\cef>, and the leading 
journal of tbo Dominion Bubstautiatea 
that Ktatoment.
